Rome, June 1.—With an army of 
6.000 nationalists armed with _ field 
pieces and machine guns marching on 
the capital of Albania, the 
Albanian cabinet, led by Shefkret 
Verlazi, has resigned, according to 
dispatches from Valona. 

Vrioni Bey has been charged with 
‘forming a new government. 

Government forces numbering about 
3,000 men, are gathered under the 
leadership of Amet Zogu, determined 
to stem yp the nationalist advance. 
Full details of the situation are lack- 
ing due to the fact that the rebels 
have cut telegraph lines from Tirana. 

The last messages received from 
}the capital reported that Ulysees 
Grant-Smith, American minister of 
Albania, had suggested that three rep- 


resentatives of the league of nations 
he invited to- visit Albania, examine 
the situation and select a cabinet.

Tokio, June 1.—The suicide of a 
Jepanese outsid2 the ruins of the 
American embassy has given a great 
impetus to the “national spirit move- 
inent’” against the American exclusion 
legislation. Comments of the press 
and interviews with prominent citi- 
zens, which the newspapers published 
this morning, indicate that a profound 
nation-wide impression has been 
created. The newspapers are strong- 


ly taking up the suggestion that the 
suicide should be given a national 
funeral, as one publicist declares, “he 
has truly expressed the feelings of 
the Japanese people.” 

The suicide was carried out ac- 
cording to the strange, romantic 
Japanese code, which appeals very 
strongly to Japanese sentiment. He 
is sure to be regarded as a martyr. 

Shinkiohi Uyesugi, professor of the 
imperial Tokio university, and leader 
of the “national spirit movement,” 
says ‘the “harakiri shows that a so- 
lution of the exclusion question can- 
rot be reached by speeches and notes 
but by heroic resolution thus typi- 
fied.”’ 

The chief of the Tokio police 
bureau is guoted by the newspapers 
aS Saying, “I. Was never more pro- 
foundly impressed by a suicide, al- 
though I have dealt with hundreds of 
them. There is no indication of in- 
sanity and the fact that the suicide 
did not disclose his name _ discloses 
that he was not seeking notoriety. He

“The fact and significance of 
Christian personaiity’” was the theme 
of the baccalaureate sermon delivered 
at Emory university Sunday morn- 
ing by Dr. W. R. Hendrix, former 
pestor of St. Mark’s church of this 
city.

“Science has furnished the lesson 
of an ever moving, ever developing, 
evolutionary process. Not only is the 
material subject to develojment, but 
also civilization or society. Christ 
furnishes the nltimate goal for man 
—that we shall be like Him. The 
reason that civilization has risen end 
fallen in the past as it has is that 
men have failed to become like God. 

“Many young women of culture and 
refinement have forsaken the God- 
given privilege of home-making and 
motherhood for the drudgery of pro- 
fessional and business careers rather 
than rear sons who may become the 
victims of ruthless \€irfare. Within 
another generation, the cry of big 
business, industry, politics and all 
other phases of our economic scheme 
will be for a thorough-going type of 
true religion, which will solve not 
only this question, but also all other 
problems which weigh heavily upon 
us today.”

Officers Reveal Break. 
Officers today told how Richard 
Loeb broke down and confessed the 
kidnaping and slaying of Wranks, 
who was his second cotsin, after 
having displayed perfect coolness for 
many hours. Hig confession was a 
great surprise, even to investigators, 
for they had not connected him with 
the crime except for a letter written 
by Leopold which had hinted at a 
sinister connection between the two. 
After several hours of lonely im- 
prisonment at a police station near 
his home Loeb was’taken to a large 
bare room in the criminal court build- 
ing for questioning. The room was 
darkened except for the eerie glow 
of are lights which stole through the 
uncurtained windows. Lovb was 
lefc alone in this ghastly glow for 
some time. Police Sergeant John 
Murphy, who has had considerable 
experience in examining suspected 
culprits, said that after intermittent 
questioning and golitude for the 
prisoner, a curious, haunted expres- 
sion occasionally came ixto the 
youth’s eyes. 

Ghost of Slain Seen. 
According to Sergeant Murphy, it 
is probable that the flickering 
shadows cast on the blank wall of 
the large room by the blue glow of 
street lights conjured before’ the 
strained brain of the prodigious lad 
a spectre of the boy with whom te 
used to play tennis.

“Send for a stenographer,” said the 
state’s attorney, and not long after- 
ward it was announced that Loeb’s 
confession had been made. This was 
followed soon afterward with the 
statement by Leopold bearing out 
Loeb.

Dr. W. D. Davis, director of the 


state board of health, is preparing 
» the annual report of the bureau for 


the year 1923. A copy of a por- 
tion of the “introductory” has been 
received by The Constitution, and 
it contains some ‘valuable and i.- 


information. For in- 


stance: 


“In addition to the value of birth 
and death records in the proper ad- 
ministration of public health mat- 
ters, they carry a legal value as 
shown by the demand for certified 
copies, which is increasing rapidly. 
In 1921 a total of 146 certified cop- 
ies (76 births and 70 deaths) were 
issued; in 1922 there were 252 is- 
sued (141 births and 111 deaths); in 
1923 a total of 298 certified copies 
of certificates were issued, 145 births 
and 153 deaths. Of these, 185 copies 
were necessary in the settlement of 
matters relating to pensions, increase 
in veterans’ compensation and in in- 
surance claims; 9 were used in the 
enforcement of the Harrison anti- 
narcotic law; 3 in the establishment 
of the ownership of war saving 
stamps; 3 in the prosecution of the 
medical attendant, not including 
those copies necessary in securing 
passports, admission to school and in 
the settlement of estates.” 


It has been an easy task for many 
years to secure accurate statistics 
relative to crops, minerals and other 
products of Georgia, but until Jan- 
uary 1, 1919, when the vital sta- 
tistics law, which was enacted in 
1914, became operative, no statis- 


tics of citizens of Georgia were 
available, except in four cities, At- 


lanta, Augusta, Brunswick and Sa- 
vannah, and the reports of the 
United States enumeration of the 
census every ten years. 

The statutes of Georgia require 
the registration of every birth with- 
in ten days thereafter and of every 
death prior to the burial of the 
body. The medical attendant at 
the birth must file the complete 
birth record. The person who 
wishes to bury the body must se- 
cure a burial permit by filing a com- 
plete death record, before the body 
is buried. The city clerk in the

istrars of births and deaths, and the 
statutes place on both ‘of these of- 
ficials the duty of seeing that this 
law is strictly enforced in their re- 
spective jurisdictions.

And 
the arrow of the street may fly 
upward, but he will not sit alone 
upon the house-tops, for song birds 
(will be there. High above the su- 


sing from the shadows of trellised 
morning glory! 

But Babylon! Where are her 
gardens today? Babylon the luxu- 
rious and magnificent city, garden 
spot of the Euphrates valley, where 
Hammurabi wore the purple four 
thousand years ago—that Babylon 
is today one with Nineveh and 
Tyre. By her waters we may sit 
down and weep, but all our tears 
can not wash out one line that 
Babylon has written on the pages 
of history. 

There is a vision of the fall of 
Babylon in Isaiah. In Jeremiah we 
read, ‘‘The nations of the world are 
mad, they are drunken on the wine 
of Babylon.’”’ There is also the al- 
legorical Babylon of the Apocalypse: 
“And he cried mightily with a 
strong voice, saying, Babylon the 
great is fallen, is fallen, and is be- 
come the habitation of devils.... 
the merchants of the earth are 
waxed rich through the abundance 
of her delicacies.’ 

The very name of Babylon pres- 
ages ruin. But surely the hanging 
gardens of the New York of tomor- 
row will not foretell the beginning 
of the end of our modern civiliza- 
tion. Babylon went from beauty to 
luxury, to lust, to destruction. Yet 
there is no reason to believe that, 
because an age of steam-shovel 
progress feels the urge_of beauty 
and senses the danger that Parks in 
the machine,—there is no reason 
to believe that the road of beauty 
will lead again to lust and to de- 
Struction. The historian Seeley 
once remarked, “When I hear a 
man say ‘History teaches us,’ I say 
to myself that man is going to tell 
a lie, and he always does!” The 
gardens of Babylon do not portend 
the fate of Babylon!

Says Cooperative Selling 
Will Kill Speculation 


Editor Constitution: Everybody who has 
anything to doe with cotton, from cotton 
grower to retailer, wishes to have steady 
prices, and hates 
there are fluctuations of price. 

These are desired only by professional 
speculators, and by the brokers who live 
on the eommissions paid by the former. 
The larger the changes in price the more 
profit the speculators make. Therefore 
most of the fluctuations in price are, of 
course, due to the propaganda and the 
operations of speculators, aided by inter- 
ested brokers. 

At the same time, they produce nothing, 
they do no service whatever to anybody 
else, and they live actually at the expense 
of all those concerned in the actual han- 
dling of cotton, from growers to consum- 
ers, they are parasites. This would cer- 
tainly be a good reason for prohibiting 
speculation, withgut counting the moral 
perversion which must affect speculators 
and brokers. 

Hedging by manufacturers might still 
be allowed for some time, but in a few 
years more, there will be little need for 
that, if other forms of speculation are 
avoided. 

Formerly cotton was usually by far the 
cheapest at the time of the harvest, be- 
cause a majority of the farmers were com- 
pelled to sell at least part of their crop 
at once, 

Now that the cooperative associations for 
marketing cotton get a larger and larger 
percentage of the crop, have large stor- 
age warehouses, have credit for paying 
part of the price to farmers at once, and 
follow a prtactice of steady selling, the 
price of cotton will become steadier and 
steadier, if speculation is prevented, so 
that manufacturers hare no more anred 
of hedging. 

When in a few years at iIast a really 
practical cotton picking machine is intro- 
duced, this will reduce some uncertainties, 
which now cause peice variations. For 
when farmers decide on acreage to be 
planted, they are less dependent on a 
variable supply of hand tebor. And when 
the cotton ig ripe in the field, and ready 
to be picked, there is less chance of dam- 
age by the weather. 

Now if associations of cotton manufac- 
turers and drygoods merchants pass resolu- 
tions that cotton exchanges shall not al- 
low speculation on margins, but only ac- 
tual buying and selling, the exchanges will 
have to heed it; there will be very little 
fluctuation in the price of cotton, and 
much worry and waste of time will be 
avoided. Also, present speculators have 
to turn to some kind of useful work to 
make a living.

TRAINING THE HEART. 

Athletic training jnvolves hyper- 
trophy or over development of the 
heart—‘“enlargement of the heart.” 
The hypertrophy is essential for 
“good wind.” It is on the increased 
power of the heart, from this over 
development of hypertrophy, that the 
getting of ‘‘second wind” depends 
mainly. Athletic endurance, that 
quality which enables the trained 
athlete to, win his race or even to 
finish it, largely a question of this 
same hypertropy. Is it safe or wise 
for the growing lad in. his teens to 
develop cardiac hypertrophy? Should 
the high school boy be permitted to 
train for such tremendous _ strains 
as footbaH? I do not see how any 
physician or any well educated phys- 
ical director can possibly epprove 
of such training for growing boys. 
The thing which is most indispensa- 
ble for the training of every boy,-in 
my judgment, is physica] training— 
boxing, short running events, bas- 
ketball, hockey, baseball, tennis, Junip- 
ing, vaulting, swimming, gyinrsium 
apparatus stunts—and daily physical 
training should be a compulsory part 


of the common and high school course,, 


a major subject requisite for promo- 
tion. But football is a grown. mans 
game and a dangerous thing for the 
growing boy to attempt. 

A hypertrophied heart is rather 
more likely to dilate than a normal 
heart is, under excessive strain. .icute 
dilation of the heart happens to many 
athletes in hard gruelling contests, 
such as a marathon race, and while 
recovery from the immediate collapse 
is the ru'e, the heart which has once 
suffered acute dilation is likely to 1e- 
main more or less impaired for a life 
time. This has been the unfortunate 

istory of many athletes. 

. There is a my Bi belief that ath- 
letes are short lived men. So far as 
I know there is no real evidence that 
they die younger than other men, but 
it seems to me that former great 
athletes are rather too often found 
with cardio-vascular disease. I cant 
cite statistics in support of this be- 
lief, either. Perhaps it just secms so 
because one is more impressed by the 
occurrence of such disease in an 
athlete. : 

Speed and agility are to be clearly 
distinguished from endurance. The 
boy, or the girl for that matter. should 
have proper physical training, for 
speed and agility, for coordination and 
control; that involves no strain on the 
heart. Endurance requires  hyper- 
trophy of the heart. Dogs and horses 
trained for endurance and famed for 
it, have greatly enlarged hearts. So 
must the successful football player 
have an enlarged heart; if he tries to 
play without it he is likely to suffer 
dangerous collapse in the game. 

f a boy had no growing to do his 
heart might very well stand the strain 
of such contests.. But most lads in 
high school are still growing—up or 
across—and it is a considerable bur- 
den to the immature. undeveloped 
heart, just growing. To ‘add _ the 
enormous strain of such training as is 
necessary for football is just plain 
folly and the physical education de- 
partment of the school ought to veto 
this precocious desire for grown men’s 
sport wherever it manifests itself. The 
trouble with high schod athletics 
right now is tiat every fool thinks 
he can handle the thing and the actual 
physical education department is 
calmly ignored,

shed in The Corstitution this morn- 
ing, is to my mind, the most signifi- 
cant, if not startling, indication of 
the audacity of the law defiers [ have 
seen. 

The Soperton killer is a type that 
has become common in Georgia in re- 
cent years. I find in nearly every 
community some cne or more bullying 
criminals who have escaped jail them- 
selves, but on whom the candidates 
for the penitentiary in the community 
depend for escape from detection. 
from prosecution, if detected, and 
finally escape from the penalties of 
the law if convicted of crime. This 
man, armed to Lill, pistol concealed, 
so that the editer could rot know that 
the community defender of outlawry 
would not meet him fairly, shot his 
victim down when be had every rea- 
son to believe he was unarmed. 

If editors of the county papers, 
nearly all of them contenders for law 
observance, are to be bullied, or shot, 
by the lawlessness defenders who too 
often dominate the community situa- 
tion, and encourage the criminal ele- 
ment to do their worst, we have al- 
ready arrived at a climax that will 
indubitably eventuate into one of two 
things; the breaking down of all le- 
gal restraints or a return to orderly 
conditions. Since we have the choice, 
let's make the most of it, while we 
may have the right to choose.

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Georgia Peaches and Apples | 
| _ BY MARTIN V. CALVIN ) 
Specialist in Agriculture and Economics 


Prior to the war between the 
states, there was attached to 90 per 
cent of farm homes in Georgia a 
“home orchard” of the greatest va- 
riety of choice seedling fruit trees 
and selected varieties of small fruits. 
In every case, the orchard was con- 
veniently close to/the attractive resi- 
dence and hospitable home of the 
owner. At a certain time each sea- 
son, hogs and poultry were given ac- 
cess to the orchard except the sec- 
tion set apart for strawberries, rasp- 
berries, etc. There is a seemingly 
well grounded belief that freedom from 
the curculio and kindred insects, 
which damaged peaches, figs, ete., was 
attributable to the observance of the 
rule mentioned. 

In point of excellence, in every 
noteworthy respect, the seedling 
fruit of the 40s and the 50s was in- 
comparable. Beautiful as are the FEI- 
bertas and the Georgia Belles, the 
Hileys and the Carmans, and other 
popular varieties of tunis day, they 
would be in the “second class” if 
brought into competition, for family 
table use, in the form of “peaches 
and cream” or pure sweet milk. with 
the Indian and the Mixon peach, and 


their fellows. 


There is a marked difference be- 
tween the former and the latter. The 
former are “commercial,” the latter 
are “seedlings” of multiplied varieties 
—almost unlimited in number. The 
commercial peach supplies a_ felt 
trade want, and a certainty to the 
growers in the matter of strictly one 
kind of peach. If one should invest 
in an orchard of 100 or 300 or 500 
peach trees for profit as well as pleas- 
ure, one would wish to be assured be- 
yond peradventure that he would 
have at harvest Carmans or E!bertas, 
Hileys or Georgia Belles. He would 
be in position to guarantee sales as 
to variety as well as quality. 

The peach industry is winning in- 
creasingly great favoge with a large 
number of enterprising citizens in ev- 
ery section of the state. Indeed, the 
peach may be said te be rapidly but 
thoughtfully broadening the territory 
of her progressive endeavors. Fort 
Valley is no longer the “lone star.” 
Woodbury. Thomaston, Griffin and 
other enterprising small cities are 
forging their way to the front in 
commercial peach culture,

times made of “‘commercial” peaches 
as a fractional part of the grand total

number of bushels produced. The 
systematically marketed peaches are 
all commercial. 

It will interest you to know facts 
about the carlots shipments of this 
popular fruit during the seven years 
last past:: 

1917, 4,098 cars; 1918, 7,995 cars; 
1919, 7,236 cars; 1920, 5,663 cars; 
1921, 10,636 cars; 1922, 7,565 cars; 
1923, 8,597 cars. A total of 51,590 
earlots; am annual average of 7,370 
carlots, In round numbers, a carlot 
is 400 bushels. This being accepted 
as correct, we shipped 57 per cent of 
the crop of the seven years to the 
east and the west; sold in local mar- 
kets 25 per cent and consumed 18 
per cent. It is practically impos- 
sible to give the real value of the 
fruit shipped for the reason reports 
as to prices obtained are so conflict- 


ng. 

The apple industry is growing slow- 
ly but surely, that is to sar, satis- 
factorily. While this fruit will grow 
in every section of the state, north 
Georgia may be said to be its na- 
tive heath, A few years ago, eight 
counties in north Georgia produced 
27 per cent of the state's crop. The 
counties referred to are Habersham, 
Gilmer, Banks, Whitfield, Walker, 
Murray, Rabun and Chattooga. In 
this connection, as an item of inter- 
est, it may be stated that Maeon 
county led middle and south Georgia 
in the production of apples during 
the year herein alluded to: could 
ezSily stand with the eight north 
Georgia leaders. 

The 1917-1923 total crop was 7, 
967,000 bushels. Of the total, 1.773.- 
000 bushels were “commercials.” The 
latteg represents 22.2 percent of the 
total. The annual average production 
was 1.138,142 bushels; annual aver- 
age commercial crop, 253,285 bushels. 

It was brought to the attention of 
cold storage dealers that the fruit 
had marks on it, in many instances, 
resembling scald and that this small 
mutter raised serious objection among 
retail merchants. Two years ago, 
a gentleman up east conceived the 
idea that oiled paper wrappera would 
protect the fruit against scald. Sev- 
eral tests proved his theory. Now, 
the bulk of western apples are wrap- 
ped in oiled paper. 

Apple culture should be given wider 
attention in Georgia. It can be made 
a very profitable crop. I recall a 
case, within 40 miles of Atlanta, 
southward, in which 27 acres in 
Yates apples annually yielded 100 
bushels of marketable apples an acre. 
Yates are now selling at jobbers

Interesting Figures on 
Fertilizer Tonnage for’23 


(From the American Fertilizer 
Hand Book.) 

Revised figures of the fertilizer ton- 
nage for 1923, collected for the 
“American Fertilizer Hand Book,” 
place the consumption at 6,647,,308 
tons. This is an intrease of 12.9 per 
cent over the consumption of the pre- 
vious year. The increase was mostlv 
in the cotfon-growing states, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Louisiana, Ar- 
kansas and Texas all showing sub- 
stantial increase. Texas uses only 
a trifling amount of fertilizer, 
considering its area, but it stands at 
the head this year in percentage of 
increase—33,000 tons in 1922 and 
73,300 tons in 1923. 

On the other hand, Pennsylvania is 
the only important northern state that 
used as much fertilizer last year as 
in 1922. Maine, New York, New Jer- 
sey, Ohio, Indiana and Michigan, all 
decreased their consumption a few 
tons below the 1922 figures. This was 
due, no doubt, to the relatively low 
prices which northern farm products 
commanded during the year. 

All the above refers to tonnage 
only, and not to plant food content. 
The small tax per ton, which most of 
the states collect, and from which the 
tonnage is calculated, takes no ac- 
count of quality. However, it is 
known that the average plant food 
content of the fertilizer increased sub- 
stantially last year in every section of 
the country. This resulted from the 
intensive campaign carried on by the 
fertilizer manufacturers and the 
agronomists, which aims to eliminate 
ape eS 
per gain 
pe shown in figures, the value 


lof the fertilizers used last year, as a 


factor in crop production, would he 
at least per cent, and probably 
om per cent ‘more than the previous 
ear. 

The cotton-growing states will re- 
main for many _years the largest 
users of commercial fertilizers. With 
an assured market for cotton, at a 
remunerative price, and better meth- 
ods of controlling the boll weevil, 
which are gradually heing learned, 
there will be a_ steadily increasing 
market for fertilizers in those states. 
: Although the industry only marked 
time in the northern states, the ex- 
planation is found in general agri- 
cultural conditions rather than in 
any lessened popularity of commercial 
fertilizers. When the war-time acre- 
age west of the Mississippi river be- 
comes normal, and farm crops only 
equal the demand, prices will become 
stabilized and the ever-increasing di- 
versification of crops will call for 
more and more fertilizers,

BEAUTY CHATS |

FACE STEAM"NG. 
steaming is a dangerous 


weapon in the hands of a careless 
person. If it is done too often or too 
violently it dries up the skin, induces 
wrinkles, enlarges the pores, and by 
relaxing the muscles tog’ much tends 
to make the cheeks and’ the chin sag. 
But face steaming properly done is 
most valuable as a means of refresh- 
ing and cleansing the complexion. 
For all ordinary purposes, an old 
Turkish towel should be wrung out 
of hot water and held over the skin 
until it begins to cool, which will be 
in less than a minute. It should be 
wrung out of water again and held 
over the face, and possibly even a 
third time. This is enough to draw 
the blood to the skin making the face 
rosy and miraculously wiping out the 
moment of all signs of age. But this

_At once, before the skin has had 
fime to cool and the pores conse- 
quently to close, the skin should be 
rubbed with cleansing cream, flesh 
building cream or special ointment, 
according to the treatment you are 
giving yourself. The preliminary 
Steaming then is merely to open the 
pores enough to give these beauty 
olntments a better chance. . 

In severe cases of blackheads. pim- 
ples and such eruptions a different 
form of steaming is used. A large ket- 
tle of boiling water is poured into an 
already warmed basin, a couple of 
thick towels or blankets are thrown 
over the head, and the face is held 
over the basin in a bat hof rising 
steam. There is always enough air to 
breathe. 

This form of steaming can be kept 
up fot five or ten minutes, then the 
special ointments are apylied after 
the wet skin has been wiped off with 
a very hot towel. A great deal of dirt 
and other matter that has been im- 


prisoned deep in the pores can be 
wiped off so the ointments can do | 
their work better. Blackheads can be | 
easily squeezed out, and _ pimnles} 
pricked with an antiseptic needle. 


Rose M.—Try witch hazel or any 
toilet vinegar as a base for powder; 
and if the powder cakes as it does 
when you use cold cream, you will be 
better off not to use it; instead, wipe 
off skin occasionally with a small 
piece of chamois. 

Constant Reader.—The blackhead 
powder is made by mixing together 
two ounces of corn starch, one ounce 
of almond meal and one ounce of puw- 
dered borax. Dampen a little of the 
mixture and rub into pores with fin- 
ger tips. Let dry on for a short time 
and wash off, and after skin is dried 
massage with a cream or a fine oil.

COTTON REPORTS 


Washington, June 1.—Indications 
of a break in the business recession 
that began with the new year were 
shown by the federal reserve board's 
review for May. While the activity in 
some lines can be traced to seasonal 
increases, officials said the tone was 
healthier and expressed the belief 
that the resulting revival would have 
more than temporary life. 

There were indications also that 
constructive programs were under 
consideration in some business circles, 
which a few months ago were content 
to meet only the demands upon them 
and make no future plans. 


Greater credit demands were eyvi- 
dent in the last 30 days, but thése 
were met entirely by local financial 
institutions and the lowering earning 
assets of the federal reserve banks 
were not increased. While the renew- 
ed demands for funds showed, in, the 
opinion of treasury officials, a spurt 
in business, they also indicated that 
commercial banks had plenty of money 
available for loans, with the result 
that rates were easier. 

Desjite unfavorable weather con- 
ditions, the survey showed agricul- 
tural operations were further. ad- 
vanced than at the same date last 
year, and compared favorably with 
an average for ten years. There was 
an increase in crop and livestock 
prices, and the purchasing power of 
farm products reached the highest 
point since March, 1922. 

Grain, particularly winter wheat 
and rye, was in better condition than 
last May. Only about eight per cent 
of the winter wheat acreage was 
abandoned, the smallest, with the ex- 
ception of 1917, since 1893, the re- 
port said. The estimated acreage 
was about 37,000,000. On the basis 
of department of agriculture ealcula- 
tions May 1, the survey said, the 
yieid of winter wheat should be ahout 
553,000,000 bushels, 19,000,000 bush- 
els below last year. 

Due to seasoned factors, the vyol- 
ume of grain marketed in May was 
smaller than in March and April, and 
25 per cent less than a year ago. 

With the exception of several range 
counties in California, where the foot 
and mouth disease caused heavy cat- 
tle losses, the board regarded live- 
stock conditions as decidedly im- 
proved over the same date last year. 

Report Full Fruit Crop. 

Prospects for a full fruit crop 
were regarded as good except in some 
of the northwestern etates, which 
suffered under late April and early 
May freezes. 

Revised estimates of the California 
orange crop indicated that the pro- 
duction would be about 24,500,000

all sold by the end of May, and the

Railroad buying of rails furnished 
a bright spot in dull market condi- 
tions. 

April lumber production was great- 
er than in March, and there were 
indications that the output was in- 
creasing. The buying of lumber was 
described by the board as “by no means 
active,” but it added that the larger 
building construction program neces- 
sarily required purchases on a large 
scale. 

Although anthracite markets 
proved somewhat in recent weeks, the 
bituminous coal business apparently 
was in the throes of an “extreme in- 
dustria] depression” and the coke pro- 
duction was at a low level. 

Weather conditions during April 
and May continued unsatisfactory for 
the growing cotton crop in many sec- 
tions, the survey showed. Planting 
has been delayed by low temperatures 
and excessive rains, and much re- 
planting has been necessary, but fer- 
tilizers are being used in increasing 
quantities, and the survey reported 
that border states territory, hitherto 
unused for cotton production, is be- 
ing brought under cotton cultivation 
this year,

southernmost areas of the cotton belt. 
but early indications do not make it 


Tobacco Consumption Shrinks. 

The demand for the old crop was 

fairly well sustained in April, accord- 
ng to the survey, which added that 
while consumption was amaller_ in 
April than in March, consumption 
for the month averaged well above 
April of other years since 1918. The 
consumption in April last year was 
the largest in six vears, 
Exports increased in the first two 
weeks of May and were larger than 
the corresponding period last year, 
aud were greater also than in April. 
This continued export demand, to- 
gether with a fairly well sustained 
demestic call, has reduced the avail- 
able supply of raw cotton, the survey 
said, and stocks in mills and ware- 
houses have likewise declined. 

Notwithstanding a seasonal decline 
in the production of all tobacco prod- 
ucts except eigarettes in April, the 
report said that activity in the tobac- 
eo market was well maintained. The 
output of cigars and manufactured to- 
baeeo products was smaller than in 
April, 1923, but the output of cigar- 
ettes was materially larger. 

The tobacco marketing season clos- 
ed in pratically all distriets in April. 
and final estimates indicate that the 
Virgina crop for 1923 was 151,908,000 
pounds, as compared wth 156,750,000 
pounds in 1922. Prices averaged 
lower for all classes of tobacco than 
in the preceding season, which may 
he attributed in part, the survey de-

New Orleans, June 1.—The initial

With 
May out of the way the attention of 
traders was diverted largely to the 
new crop positions, trading in which 
became fairly brisk.

LIFTING BALL. 

There is nothing in the rules of 
golf that permit a player to lift a 
ball from a crack, dent or depression 
in the ground, but one frequently 
encounters local rules permitting the 
lifting without penalty from vourrows 
made by animals and the like. Where 
these exist on the course with any 
considerable frequency, it is, the duty 
of the club to cover them by local 
rule. The foregoing, of course, ap- 
plies to lifting without penalty. A 
player may at any time lift his ball 
as being unplayable on penalty of go- 
ing back and playing from where the 
previous stroke was played, losing the 
distance gained on the previous 
stroke, and adding another stroke as 
penalty. In medal play, he can °pro- 
ceed as above, or else tee up back 
of the place where the ball was lift- 
ed with a penalty of two strokes. 

In the early days of the game, a 
ball lifted without penalty from cer- 
tain specified conditions had to be 
played with an iron club for the next 
stroke. 

Explanations. 

If a ball stops in a hoof print made 
bz a horse drawing a mowing ma- 
chine or in a crease made by a mo- 
tor-drawn vehicle, can the player lift 
it without penalty? 

Not unless the club has a lo- 
cal rule to that effect. 

_Who has the right to say whether 
or not a player’s ball is to be con- 
sidered unplayable?

FOR A BETTER SCORE. 

Have you ever been told that you 
pressed on a certain shot, and did you 
know What the speaker meant? Not 
a few golfers think pressing means 
hard hitting. It doesn't. It almost 
invariably involves hard hitting, but 
hard hitting does not necessarily 
mean pressing. Pressing really means 
using too much effort with the re- 
sult that it either makes the bady 
turn too quickly to keep its positton 
correct relative to the -hands and 
arms, Or causeg poor timing of the 
stroke, usually hitting too quick or 
both. The star players hit hard, but 
they preserve correct timing, and also 
coordinate the movements of ‘hands, 
urms and body in doing so.

Montezuma, Ga., June 1.—(Spe- 
cial,)—J. A. Russell, chemical en- 
gineer of the Georgia Fruit Growers’ 
exchange, and who is in charge of 
the by-products plants of Montezuma 
and Marshallville, states that both 
of these plants will be ready to 
operate by the latter part of next 
week. 

_ Much interest is manifested locally 
iu this new development of the peach 
industry and manufacturers from 
Washington, D. C., have been here te 
contract to buy shredded peaches for 
the manufacture of peach ice cream, 
and for use in soda founts. They 
state that on account of its flavor, 
the Georgia peach is better suited for 
use in the ice cream trade than the 
California peach. Numbers of pre- 
serves manufacturers of the north are 
much interested, and are getting sam- 
ples of the Georgis peach by-products. 

A destructive distillation plant also 
will be complete] at the Marshallville 
by-products plant for the distillation 
of peach stones within the next ten 
days. The by-produets which will be 
recovered from this plant will consist 
of pyroligneous acid, peach oils, high- 
grade charcoal and a large umount of 
gas, which will be used in the labora- 
tory in distillation work and for heat- 
ing purposes,
